Seven  hundred  and  fifty-four  patients  have  applied  at 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  for  treatment  or  examination, 
of  whom  286  were  contacts.  The  results  of  the  examination 
of  contacts  showed  them  to  fall  within  the  following 
classification  : —

The  Food  Inspection  in  the  City  is  carried  out 
Mr.  James  McPhail,  M.R.C.V.N.,  &c.,  Chief  Food  Inspector, 
with  six  assistants,  whose  duties  include  the  inspection  of  Cattle 
and  Fish  Markets,  Meat,  Fish,  Fruit,  Cowsheds  (and  cows 
therein),  Dairies,  and  of  all  Retail  Shops  where  food  is  sold. 
Part  of  the  Inspectors’  time  is  also  employed,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Corporation  (under  the  auspices  of  the  Hull  and 
Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority),  in  the  carrying  out  of  the 
Unsound  Food  and  Foreign  Meat  Regulations.

In  addition  to  work  carried  out  by  mutual  arrangement, 
14  letters  were  sent  with  regard  to  repairs,  structural 
alterations,  abatement  of  nuisances  and  contraventions  of  the 
Dairies.  Cowsheds  and  .Milk  Shops  Order,  and  62  verbal 
cautions  re  dirty  premises,  overcrowding.  &c.,  wore  given. 


Fruit  and  Vegetable  Pests. 

Various  Orders  such  as  the  American  Gooseberry  Mildew 
Order  and  the  Wart  Disease  of  Potatoes  Order,  &c.,  have 
been  carried  out  by  the  Officers  of  this  Department;  2 
prosecutions  have  taken  place  in  Hull  under  the  American 
Gooseberry  M  ildew  Order,  and  the  defendants  were  fined  for 
consigning  diseased  fruit  to  Hull;  pamphlets  relating  to 
t  he  Orders  have  been  distributed  to  persons  interested, 
and  reports  of  cases  dealt  with  have  been  furnished  to  the 
Hoard  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
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Tuberculosis  Order,  1914. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  Order  was  undertaken  by  the 
officers  of  this  Department,  and  the  animals  coming  within 
the  scope  thereof,  were  dealt  with.  Reports  were  furnished 
to  the  Committee  concerned,  up  to  the  suspension  of  the  Order 
at  the  outbreak  of  war;  the  suspension  is  still  in  force. 


Veterinary  Inspection. 

One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six  visits  have  been 
paid  to  the  stables  of  the  Health,  Highways  and  Fire  Brigade 
Departments  and  the  Willerby  Asylum  Farm,  and  2G'J  cases 
have  received  treatment. 

Seventeen  cases  of  alleged  cruelty  have  been  visited  on  behalf 
of  the  Police  and  evidence  has  been  given  at  the  Police  Court. 

Cases  have  also  been  similarly  dealt  with  on  behalf  of 
the  R.S.P.C.A. 

Fifty-one  weekly  inspections  were  made  at  the  Corporation 
Fat  Stock  Market,  for  the  purpose  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

Six  cases  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Contagious 
Diseases  Act,  in  conjunction  with  the  Inspector  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

Visits  and  examinations  have  also  been  made  with  a  view 
to  the  purchase  of  horses  for  the  Corporation  Departments 
and  Willerby  Asylum. 


Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890, 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909, 

and 

Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  under 
the  above  Acts  and  Regulations. 
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Forty-two  dwelling-houses  were  represented  to  t  he  City 
Council  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Twenty-four  Closing 
Orders  were  made,  and  eighteen  dwelling-houses  are  to  be 
demolished  by  their  owners  without  the  making  of  Closing 
Orders  by  the  Authority.  Nine  Orders  were  served  upon 
occupying  tenants  of  dwelling-houses,  requiring  them  to  give 
up  possession  of  such  houses.  Twenty-eight  Orders  for  the 
demolition  of  dwelling-houses  were  made  ;  ten  were  demolished, 
four  by  the  owners,  and  six  by  the  Corporation,  in  default 
of  the  owners  having  failed  to  do  so. 


Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations. 

Six  hundred  and  one  dwelling-houses  were  inspected 
regarding  their  fitness  for  human  habitation.  Three  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  were  found  to  require  sanitary  alteration  or 
amendment,  chiefly  defects  in  drainage,  spouting,  pavements, 
general  dilapidations  of  structure,  absence  of  ventilation 
under  ground  floors,  dampness  of  walls,  &c.  Many  of  the 
defects  have  been  remedied,  some  are  in  progress,  and  others 
are  delayed  owing  to  the  exigencies  of  the  times. 


Midwives  Act,  1902. 

In  accordance  with  Section  10  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1!)02, 
fifty-one  midwives  notified  their  intention  of  practising  within 
the  district.  Twenty-two  of  this  number  were  hospital 
trained  midwives,  and  twenty-nine  bona  fide  midwives.  Three 
hundred  and  ninety-three  notifications  of  “  medical  help,” 
two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  notifications  of  “  still-birth,” 
and  nineteen  notifications  re  “  death  of  infants,”  (in  all  cases 
due  to  natural  causes,)  were*  received. 

One  thousand  and  forty-four  visits  of  inspection  and 
investigation  were  made  in  connection  with  the  above  Act. 


Puerperal  Fever. 


Nineteen  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  investigated. 
Fight  were  operative  deliveries.  In  all  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever  occurring  in  the  practice  of  a  midwife  quarantine  is 
imposed  until  the  C.M.B.  rules  have  been  complied  with.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

This  matter  received  the  earnest  consideration 
of  the  Health  Committee,  who  met  representatives  of 
Hospitals  and  other  bodies  interested  in  the  subject.  The 
following  scheme,  after  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Local 


Government  Board,  came  into  operation  on  t lie  1st  December, 
IS) to 

1.  Midwives  to  continue  to  be  supervised  by  the 
present  Mid  wives  inspector. 

2.  District  Clinics  have  been  established  at  the  West 
Hull  Creche  and  the  School  for  Mothers,  Dansom  Lane, 
at  which  Clinics  expectant  mothers  obtain  medical 
advice,  babies  mav  be  brought  for  treatment  and  mothers 
are  given  advice  as  to  the  rearing  of  their  babies. 

3.  The  visiting  of  the  homes  at  which  births  have 
been  notified  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907, 
is  continued  by  seven  Health  Visitors,  each  holding  a 
Certificate  of  Hospital  training  or  the C.  M.  B.  Certificate. 
The  Health  Visitors  visit  expectant  mothers  at  their  homes 
and  carry  out  such  instructions  relative  to  such  visits 
as  are  given  them  by  the  Medical  Officer  having  charge 
of  the  Clinics. 

4.  At  each  of  the  Clinics  lectures  are  given  at  stated 
periods  on  the  rearing  of  children  and  the  hygiene  of 
the  home. 

a.  Complicated  cases  of  pregnancy  are  treated  in  the 
Maternity  Home,  oG9,  Holderness  Road  (transferred  to  the 
Corporation  by  Mrs.  Edwin  Hobson).  The  Maternity 
Home  is  also  used  for  the  confinement  of  sick  women, 
including  women  having  contracted  Pelvis  or  suffering 
from  any  other  condition  involving  danger  to  the  mother 
or  infant.  The  admission  to  the  Maternity  Home  is  on  the 
certificate  of  the  Medical  (  M'fiecrat  t  he  ( 'linic  or  any  private 
medical  practitioner. 

(i.  The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  cost  of 
treatment  in  the  Hospital  of  complications  arising  after 
parturition  whether  in  the  mother  or  in  the  infant,  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  admission  and 
treatment  in  the  Hospital;  in  the*  case  of  the  mother, 
with  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmarv 
or  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  Women,  Wright  Street, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  child,  with  the  Governing  Bodv 
of  the  Children’s  Hospital. 
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7.  Records  are  kept  of  all  the  babies  brought  to  the 
Clinics,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Health  Visitors  keep  in 
touch  with  the  infants  and  record  at  the  Clinics  their 
observations  on  Ihc  condition  of  the  infants;  such 
records  are  so  kept  that  they  may  be  handed  to  the  Local 
Education  Authority  as  and  when  the  child  may  be 
admitted  into  a  Public  Elementary  School. 

S.  In  view  of  the  shortage  of  medical  officers,  a  part- 
time  Lady  Medical  Officer  has  been  appointed  for  each 
of  the  two  Clinic  Districts  at  a  salary  of  £105  per  annum 
to  attend  at  the  Clinic  and  give  advice  to  mothers  and 
infants. 

0.  A  part-time  Lady  Medical  Officer  has  been 
appointed  to  attend  to  the  cases  at  the  Maternity  Home 
at  a  fee  for  ordinary  cases  of  £1  Is.  per  case,  with  extras 
for  complicated  cases.  For  the  administration  of  an 
anaesthetic  a  fee  of  £l  Is.  is  paid  to  the  preson 
administering  it. 

10.  In  cases  where  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer  of  the 
District  has  reason  to  believe  that  owing  to  poverty  the 
expectant  mothers  will  not  have  skilled  and  prompt 
attendance  during  confinement  at  home,  he  is  authorised 
to  make  such  arrangements  for  the  attendance  of  a 
midwife  or  such  medical  assistance  as  the  case  may 
require.  Where  a  midwife  finds  it  necessary  to  call  to 
her  aid  a  Medical  Practitioner  she  may.  where  practicable, 
call  in  Ihe  nearest  Medical  Practitioner  to  the  case  as 
early  as  possible,  and  the  following  in  such  cases  are  the 
scab'  of  fees  payable  to  <  he  Medical  Practit  ioncr,  namely  :

Steps  have  been  taken  to  secure  the  co-operation 
of  the  Committee  of  the  West  Hull  Creche  and  the 
present  School  for  Mothers,  Dansom  Lane,  and  the 
Midwives  Association. 

Tuberculosis  Regulations. 

Consumptive  patients  not  under  dispensary  treatment 
are  visited  by  the  women  inspectors,  the  number  of  investiga¬ 
tions  during  the  year  being  til*}.  Verbal  and  printed  instructions 
against  the  spread  of  infection  were  freely  distributed  and 
sputum  flasks  supplied. 

Miscellaneous  Work. 

this  includes  41  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  231  cases  of 
Diarrhoea  (including  adult  cases),  ">  cases  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever, 
<14  cases  of  “  neglected  ’  children,  3,483  non-classified  visits, 
and  10  visits  of  inspection  to  the  Women's  Lodging  House. 
The  total  number  of  notifications  dealt  with  and  visits  paid 
during  the  year  equalled  13,75.5.
